: ;.-The story of the stand of the 
sons of the "Old Contemptibles" 
ill Belgium and France during 

the "battle of the bulge," was 

told to the Newmarket Lions 
club on Monday evening by 
Sergeant P. F. Nagle of New- 
market training centre.. 

By way of explanation of his 
own background, Sergeant Nagle 
said that he himself had been 
born in the army tradition, and 
had served in India, China and 
Egypt, and arrived home uv Eng- 
land in September, 1939, "in 
anticipation of a holiday." 

"X found myself re-equipped 

and sent to France," he related. 
"We had a chance to examine 
the Maginot line. It was impreg- 
nable. No infantry could have 
crossed it. If it had continued 
to the coast, France would still 
be alive. 

"We spent months digging 
trenches and tank pits. When 
was the war going to start? 
When the Germans went through 
Poland, we thought the Poles 
couldn't fight, btit this new Ger- 
man army, we found, was some- 
thing different. 

"First comes a 40-mile-an-hour 
tank, with machine-guns. It can 
turn on a dime and give you 
nine cents change. Radio- equip- 
ped planes, capable of 400 m.fMi., 
in constant touch with the tanks, 
are overhead."

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ADVERTISING BROUGHT 
ORILLIA NEW INDUSTRY 

V- Now is the time for Newmarket to seek new 
industries if the council is of the opinion that 
new industries would be a help to the town. 
War industries seemingly wouldn't be a help, for 
they would leave the town with an unemploy- 
ment burden after the war (unless the dominion 
government accepts full responsibility for unem- 
ployment, as recommended by the Rowell-Sirois 
report). There are other industries starting up 
or expanding at the present time, however. The 
Listowel Banner states that textile manufacturers 

during the first ten months of this year imported 
S5.O0O.O00 worth of machinery for plant expansion 
purposes, including expansion of a plant in 
Listowcl. The town of Orillia has acquired a 
new industry called Vilas Enamel Products, 
employing 150 to 200 men t with an expected 
revenue to the town of $7,000 to $8,000 a year in 
taxes, and water and light rates. 
. An advertisement in "Industrial Canada*' got 
Orillia this industry. The advertising has been 
maintained over several years, setting forth 
Orillia's advantages, including cheap power, and 
while it ' has brought the tojvn quite a few 
inquiries we understand that this is the first 
industry actually landed as a result of the adver- 
tising. While the advertisers were often dis- 
couraged and tempted, to quit, the one industry 
handsomely repays the town for all the advertis- 
ing it has ever done.

Why do more women not serve in public office? 
And Why do some who do make such an outstand- 
ing success of it? Agnes Macphail really had a 
remarkable record of electoral successes and in 
parliament had put her constituency on the map 
and into the news. Mrs- Dorise Nielsen, the 
C. C. P. member of the present parliament, seems 
to be cutting a v/ide swath too. Mrs. Nielsen was 
an English girl, who went to western Canada to 
teach school. She married and settled down, 
went on relief during the depression. She found 
that poverty, in her own words, was "a great 
leveller/' and she came to understand her neigh- 
bors hotter. They were of all kinds and all races. 
They began to meet at her house to study 
Canada's problems, and gradually she was pushed 
to the front and into parliament.;.. 

fn Toronto there is Mrs- Plumptre, to support

\'<:ry, good." Kirkland Lake's election last week 
brought to the fore another woman.

Association is proposing to the Ontario govern- 
ment that municipalities should be given the 
power to tax publicly-operated utilities. In 
Toronto, for instance, the Consumers' Gas Co. 
pays taxes, but the Toronto Hydro-Electric and 
theT. T. C. do not. ;"\ 

Some time ago we argued in these columns that 
Newmarket's water and light committee was 
going too far in charging the town, for bookkeep- 
ing purposes, a commercial price for street- 
lighting and water-pumping when, as a matter of 
fact, these services were maintained almost 
entirely with off-peak power. Our arguments 
did not prevail, but instead the charges for these 
services were increased to improve the financial 
showing of the light department. 

Had we gone on and argued that the light 
department should make an allowance in its 
bookkeeping for taxes owing to the town we 
would have had the practice followed in Sault 
Ste. Marie as an example. The Saull Star, in a 
recent editorial on this subject of taxation of 
utilities, said: "In the Sault the power company 
and the transportation services are privately 
operated and so pay taxes. The water and light 
systems are municipally operated and so are not 
subject to taxation in the ordinary way but an 
agreement has been worked out under which 
they pay $25,000 annually to the city treasury in 
lieu of taxation. 

"Why publicly-operated utilities should not pay 
taxation is open to question. They have the 
benefit of police and fire protection, sidewalks, 
sewers and roadways even as other taxpayers. 
In Sweden, which before the war it was the 
custom to hold up as an example of the 'middle 
way,' a country where socialization of many of 

its activities had not interfered with' individual 
development, the principle was laid down that 
publicly-owned utilities or other projects would 
be subject to the same taxation as their com- 
petitors. The principle is one that perhaps should 
be given more consideration, for otherwise the 
private operater is placed in a distinctly unfair 
position." 

And now we have the Ontario Municipal 
Association urging the same principle. So per- 
haps we were not entirely unreasonable in saying 
that the town's light committee (paying no taxes) 
should not exact the pound of flesh from the 
:own and the mill rate. 
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WHAT OTHERS THINK 

GARBAGE CANS , 
MAKE HEADLINES 

(Smiths Falls Record-News) 

Has the garbage can, which has more or Jess 
beer, ignored or taken for granted, come into its 
cv/n? It would seem that it took Canada to 
declare war in order to bring to the fore this 
important and insignificant receptacle, which has 
made the headlines in the press, due to interro- 
gations made in the federal parliament over such 
containers recently purchased for militia pur- 
poses. ' .. 

One cannot but conclude that the stark answer 
the government at Ottawa gives to too inquisitive 
members of parliament, who want to know details 
of what Canada is doing in its partnership-defence 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, and of 
freedom for ordinary people in genera!, is that 
such information desired "would not he in the 
public interest." fn our opinion this 'answer is 
being carried to extreme. The latest use the 
government made of this technique of refusing 
information was when Mr. Hatfield, the member 
for Victoria-Carletoh, asked the cost of 20,000 
garbage cans bought by the department of 
national defence. 

Yes, the government answer, which is becoming 
.stereotyped, was that "it would not he in the 
public interest to give unit prices on any com- 
modity/' There was an opportunity for Premier 
King Hi prove how efficiently he and his govern- 
ment are conducting the war. Most householders 
buy a garbage can every 12 months m so. The 
householder knows what it costs and would prob- 
ably have a fair idea ol what the government 
should pay for garbage cans, buying them in lots 
of 20,000. Yet the government refuses the 
information. Why? 
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RE-CONFEDERATION 
AND THE MUNICIPALITIES 

If it were not for the wan the Kowell-Sirois 
report would be under intense Mwmmn, Our 
newspapers wuuM be full of its pros and cons, 
and even our high sch'.ol debating societies would 
be tearing it apart and putting it together again. 
It is possible, of course, that if there v/ere no 
war, there would not have been such an early 
date set for dominion-provincial discussion of the 
report -perhaps Mr. King would have waited 
until there were no Premier Hepburn to oppose it. 

The report has quite a few recommendations 
which are of interest to the local municipality as 
such. For instance, unemployment relief would 
be a dominion responsibility. Education, roads 
and highways, social welfare would be provincial 
responsibilities, There is a 'suggestion that the 
provinces take over accumulated municipal debt, 
With the provinces controlling future municipal 
borrowings. 

Another recommendation is that crown prop- 
erties used for commercial purposes should be 
subject to municipal taxation. Tims Ontario 
Hydro-Electric property would be subject to 
municipal taxation. So would, we presume,

It is not known that the 
government purchased the Burnt! type of cans sold 
in the [oral stores, but according to the hardware 
men the retail prices they mioted were for the 
standard type garbage cans made of galvanized 
iron. It was fell by the hardware men that 
whatever type of cans were purchased by the 
government the prices should have been similar 
to or even cheaper than the local prices. 

On Thursday, Nov. 2H, in parliament, Mr. T. C. 
Douglas, of Weyhurn, declared: "The minister of 
munitions and supply (Mr. Howe) says that the 
reason why they are reluctant to give unit prices 
is that competitors will sec what the figures are.

; Christmas can become a black 
arid unhappy day for want of 
care, Carl W. Caskey, chief 
inspector of the Ontario fire 
marshal's department, told mem- 
bers of the Lions club on Mon- 
day evening. Mr. Caskey was 
introduced by IL E. Lambert. 

"In Newmarket, I venture to 
say. your fire chief is a volun- 
tary chief," said Mr. Caskey. 
"You can't expect him to go 
around and make all the inspec- 
tions that should bo made, but 
he gives what help he can. 

"I am glad to say that most 
stores have given up carrying 
celluloid toys. They go Up in j 
flames so fast that children are ' 
frightened, and sometimes are 
burnt, or even burnt to death. 

"Christmas trees can be treated 
two weeks. She is storm-stayed! to prevent fire. All trees in 

downtown Toronto stores are so 
treated. At the same time there 
will probably be trees in most of 
the homes of Newmarket this 
Christmas, and the main thing 
is to take care. Avoid the use 
of candles. Electric bulbs arc- 
better. 

"Rubbish doesn't cause fires. 
You would be amazed at the 
number of fires that start in 
piles of rubbish. The fire is not 
due to the rubbish, but the rub- 
bish is an indication of a careless 
person.

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The report appearing in the 
press last week that a church in 
Hamilton had burned down 
after the minister had preached 
on "Fire, Fire, Fire/' set me 
thinking about fires. 

Did not Metropolitan church, 
Toronto, burn down some veal's 
ago on a Sunday night after the 
minister had preached on "Is 
God a God of Fire?" 

When a boy in the Old Land, 
our thatched roof home had a 
large open fireplace in the 
kitchen. We burned turf (peat) 
for fuel. At night, the custom 
was to cover over all the live 
coals with ashes and they re- 
mained alive to kindle the fire 
next morning. When our house 
was put up for sale by public 
auction the fire was gathered 
into a pail and carried outside 
during -the sale. This was some 
old Irish custom and may; have 
meant that the life must go out 
before the sale can take place. 
A little thatch was also plucked 
and placed in the hand of the 
purchaser to convey the owner- 
ship. 

Another fire I remember since 

boyhood was thai which we 

earned to the field on cold 
frosty mornings in October when 

we went gathering or picking 
potatoes. We just filled un old 
pail with live coals and carried 
it along the field with un to keep 
our lingers from freezing, 
; A firo of communal propor- 
tions was that which we' lighted 
before the home of the newly- 
married couple. On their return 
from their honeymoon, as neigh- 
bors and well-wishers, we gath- 
ered and celebrated the begin- 
ning of a new home with u huge

This was not only 
a celebration hut a warning to 
nit future rebels, 
-v Christmas in the Old Land was 
always a season for the hunter. 
The man who loved bis dog and 
m%n loved Io go hunting at 
Christmas. A standing Joke in 
our neighborhood on o; t e who 
prided himself on his spo.'tsman- 
slup was his going to the shop for 
gunpowder, lie was returning, 
EMing' on his bicycle, with the 
-'quarter-pound packet of gun- 
nyder in bis coat pocket. Ilav- 
g tinished his smoke, he put 



the lighted pipe in his pocket 
and BANG! Off went the gun- 
powder. That fire made him 
ask Santa Claus for a. new 
Christmas suit. 

A funny experience of mine 
was the filling of an application 
form for the first fire insurance 
policy I held on my household 
fur n i t u r e. Having finished 
breakfast one morning, in the 
little village parsonage, I filled 
the form, left it on the table, 
and went off to the farm home 
for the daily supply of milk. 
(Those were the good old days 
wlun ihe farmer gave the 
preacher his milk if he went for 
it.) While at the farm home my 
wife phoned for me to come 
quickly, as the house was on fire, 
1 ran as quickly as I could and 
passed an old lady on the road 
facing south and shouting fire, 
fire, fire, then turning north- 
ward and repeating her call. As 
I watched . her shouting into 
spare I could not help laughing 
even though the house was 
really on fire, i 

Four long rings on the phone 
was the fire call and that call 
brought the neighbors quickly to 
the scene and together they 
extinguished the fire. The hus- 
band of the old neighbor who 
expected the world to hear her 
call, repaired the damage for 75 
cents. I have carried insurance 
ever since, but no fire. ... 

Excitement ran high in our 
village when it was announced 
(hat the hush, some 10 miles dis- 
tant, was on fire. Groups were 
quickly organised to go and 
fight it. The preacher, -as part 
of the community, must take his 
(urn and go with his group. 
What a job that was! ..We dug 
and dug and dug sods to smother 
it.- .Carried water to drown it 
and bent the fhiincs with brush. 
Yes, we ran. Han back for yards 
at times. Then started all over 



again. The smoke, it was drWS 
full My eyes were sore "i 
weeks afterwards. We held \h 
fire back until evervone -wr&d 
exhausted and a call" for hei 
brought bus-loads of ni;!nar 
men. They foughi, a::d - tr.
